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Introducing  Two  Technologies: 

NAL’s  Gopher  Server  and  USDA/FSIS  Export  Library  System 


NAL’s  Gopher  Server 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  Gopher  server  went 
“on  the  air”  August  1, 1994,  thereby  becoming  an  offi¬ 
cial  part  of  “Gopherspace”. 

Gopherspace,  as  it  is  commonly  known,  is  an  aggrega¬ 
tion  of  computers,  connected  by  the  Internet,  and  run¬ 
ning  Gopher  server  software,  developed  and  dissemi¬ 
nated  by  the  University  of  Minnesota.  Today,  there  are 
approximately  2,100  Gopher  servers  in  operation,  and 
they  span  the  planet.  Although  most  are  found  in  the 
United  States,  there  is  a  strong  representation  from 
Canada,  Australia,  Japan,  and  Western  Europe.  Ser¬ 
vers  also  are  found  in  such  far-flung  locations  as 
Ecuador,  Peru,  Singapore,  Sri  Lanka,  Taiwan, 
Thailand,  and  Venezuela.  These  servers  provide  a 
wide  variety  of  information,  sometimes  of  a  distinctly 
local  character. 

The  NAL  Gopher  server  is  a  part  of  Gopherspace  and 
allows  the  Library  to  make  its  resources  and  data  avail¬ 
able  to  its  Internet-connected  users.  To  access  our 
Gopher  (or  anyone  else’s  for  that  matter),  one  needs 
only  an  Internet  connection  or  account  that,  in  turn, 
provides  access  to  Gopher  client  software.  Exactly  how 
one  connects  to  the  NAL  Gopher  server  varies  with  the 
specific  Gopher  client  software  used,  but  with  the  pop¬ 
ular  University  of  Minnesota  UNIX-based  client,  one 
would  key: 

gopher  gopher.nalusda.gov 

from  the  UNIX  prompt.  It’s  also  possible  to  connect 
to  us  by  traversing  the  regional  Gopher  menu  system 


maintained  at  the  University  of  Minnesota.  With  this 
approach,  our  system  can  be  found  by  following  the 
hierarchy:

In  August  the  NAL  server  logged  5,816  accesses.  In 
September,  that  number  grew  modestly  to  6,865;  but 
during  October  it  almost  doubled,  going  to  11,523.

USDA/FSIS  Export  Library  System 


The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
(USDA),  Food  Safety  and  Inspec¬ 
tion  Service  (FSIS)  provides  inspec¬ 
tion  oversight  to  assure  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  wholesome  meat  and  poultry 
products.  If  these  products  are  in¬ 
tended  for  export  to  foreign  coun¬ 
tries,  then  they  must  be  accompan¬ 
ied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  the 
USDA  that  states  that  the  products 
were  USDA  inspected  and  passed. 
Additionally,  some  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  prescribe  specific  require¬ 
ments  that  must  be  met  before 
admitting  the  U.S.  products  into  for¬ 
eign  commerce.  USDA  maintains 
an  Export  Library  containing  all  of 
these  extra  foreign  country  require¬ 
ments. 


The  Export  Library  is  on  a  com¬ 
puter  bulletin  board,  and  is  a  data¬ 
base  containing  current  foreign 
country  requirements  in  computer 
files  available  for  downloading  to 
any  user.  In  addition  to  special  re¬ 
quirements,  some  countries  will  only 
accept  products  from  particular  es¬ 
tablishments.  If  a  country  restricts 
products  on  the  basis  of  the  plant 
from  which  it  originated,  then  the 
Library  will  contain  a  plant  list  file 
for  that  country.  Library  files  are 
arranged  by  country. 

Anyone  who  wants  the  requirements 
for  export  to  any  country,  or  who 
wants  a  copy  of  a  country’s  plant  list, 
can  access  the  Export  Library  to  re¬ 


trieve  the  latest  information.  Chan¬ 
ges  to  export  requirements  and 
plant  lists  are  entered  into  the  data¬ 
base  by  FSIS  personnel  as  they  are 
received  from  the  foreign  country. 
The  Export  Library  is  provided  free 
of  charge  and  is  on-line  24  hours  a 
day.  Instructions  for  accessing  this 
system  are  provided  on  the  following 
page.

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Instructions  for  the  USDA/FSIS 
Export  Library  System 

1.  Set  your  communications  software  and  modem  for 
1200  BAUD,  NO  PARITY,  8  DATABITS,  1  STOP 
BIT.  As  this  system  supports  only  XMODEM  file 
transfer,  make  sure  that  your  software  possesses  this 
capability.  Procedures  for  downloading  will  vary  some¬ 
what  depending  on  the  communications  package  you 
use.  You  should  familiarize  yourself  with  your  com¬ 
munications  package  before  accessing  the  Export  Li¬ 
brary  to  get  the  most  out  of  the  system. 

2.  The  telephone  number  for  accessing  the  system  is 
(202)  690-0056. 

3.  Before  you  access  the  system,  decide  where  you 
want  the  files  to  reside  in  your  PC.  We  recommend  you 
create  a  directory  on  your  hard  drive  called  \EX- 
PORTS.  (To  do  this,  type  MD  \EXPORTS  at  the  C:\ 
prompt.)  You  must  then  direct  your  communications 
software  to  download  any  files  to  this  directory. 

4.  When  the  system  answers,  a  “Welcome”  screen  will 
appear.  Press  RETURN  to  continue.  You  will  be 
guided  through  several  informational  screens  by  a  ser¬ 
ies  of  prompts  that  should  be  self  explanatory. 

5.  After  the  informational  screens  have  displayed,  the 
main  menu  will  display.  (See  Figure  1.  Main  Menu.) 
Follow  the  instructions  on  the  screen  to  access  the 
country  whose  requirements  you  wish  to  download. 
(When  you  must  type  more  than  one  letter  in  response 
to  a  prompt,  the  letters  will  not  display  on  your  screen 
until  all  of  the  letters  have  been  typed.)  After  making 
a  selection,  you  can  continue  to  download  files  or  exit 
by  following  the  prompts. 

6.  You  may  also  choose  to  download  all  countries  at 
once  by  entering  “D*”.  This  option  uses  a  compressed 
or  “imploded”  format  that  has  been  given  to  the  file 
named  “ALLCTRY.EXE.”  When  asked  by  your  com¬ 
munications  software  what  to  call  this  file,  be  sure  to 
name  it  ALLCTRY.EXE  and  send  it  to  the  directory 
you  created  called  \EXPORTS  (i.e.,  C:\EXPORTS\ 
ALLCTRY.EXE).  This  file  contains  a  program  which 
will  restore  the  compressed  files  to  their  original  con¬ 
dition,  and  requires  at  least  1.5  megabytes  of  storage 
space  on  your  PC.  It  takes  approximately  one  hour  to 
download  this  file.  You  should  also  be  aware  that  the 
complete  file  is  over  500  pages.  Therefore,  we  recom¬ 


mend  that  you  print  the  files  individually  from  the  DOS 
prompt  rather  than  importing  them  into  your  word 
processing  package  as  a  single  unit. 

7.  To  explode  the  ALLCTRY.EXE  file  to  its  com¬ 
ponent  parts,  simply  change  to  the  directory  where  the 
file  resides  (e.g.  CD  \EXPORTS)  and  type  the  word 
ALLCTRY  at  the  DOS  prompt.  You  will  see  messages 
indicating  which  files  are  being  exploded.  When  this 
process  has  finished,  you  can  view  a  file  by  typing  T YP E 
and  the  file  name  at  the  DOS  prompt  (e.g.,  TYPE 
CHILE.TXT).  To  direct  the  file  to  your  printer,  type 
PRINT  and  the  file  name  (e.g.,  PRINT  CHILE.TXT).
